The reason for the increase is the 


lowered 
eligibility 
requirements 


and the increase in benefit rate 
made by Congress when it amend- 
ed the law on August 28th of last 
year.

The law now makes it possible 


for persons age 65 and over and 
who have retired from employment 
to qualify for benefits if Ihey have 
only G quarters of coverage. 
This 


means lhat to be insured it is only 
necessary to work about 18 months 
in employment covered by the law. 
The lowered 
eligibility 
require- 


ments also applies to deaths after 
August of last year. 


The majority of the people who 


( were not eligible under the old law 


*4i>havc now filed claims, however,
